It is 
nly reasonable, therefore, to consider feminine wants 
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and tastes when arranging window displays of hard- 
ware, apportioning floor space, or preparing advertis- 
ing “copy.” 

“The hand that rocks the cradle is the hand that 
rules the world,” and the merchant is unwise who 
overlooks that fact in its commercial bearings. If the 
housewise who purchases a gas range at B——’s store 
finds cause for self-congratulation on her cliwice of a 
place to trade, the probabilities are that the housewife’s 
husband, sons and brothers will gravitate towards 
B ’s, eventually, for their shingle nails and wash- 
ers. The satisfied woman patron is always likely to 
be, whether intentionally or not, the merchant’s strong- 
est ally in the building up of his trade. 

In this connection, i® is advisable to make the hard- 
ware store as agreeable as may be to feminine eyes. 





Cleanliness and an orderly arrangement of the stock 
are imperative if women customers’ approval is de- 
sired. 

Time was when hardware merchants’ windows were 
almost universally forbidding. Unwieldy shapes and 
sombre, neutral hues combined in making the effect of 
the window displays artistically atrocious. The last 
place into which a woman would be apt to look, with 
interest or curiosity, was formerly the hardware mer- 
chant’s window. Fortunately, such a state of things 
is no longer general. It was long ago discovered that 
the preparation of such windows permits the exercise 
of an aesthetic taste, and the discovery has been made 
the basis of practice in all up-to-the-times establish- 
ments. The competent dresser of hardware windows 
knows how to achieve truimphs of symmetry and color- 
harmony. When this talent is ramified by a knowl- 
edge of the goods that appeal to feminine interest, the 
problem of alluring a feminine clientage is practically 
solved. ; : 

Usually, the most. effective display is one that not 
only presents an article to notice, but suggests its 
utility, its relation to other articles of familiar use. 
When a range is shown, the sight of baking tins in its 
open oven, and of glowing artificial coals in its grate, 
starts some mysterious process of association in the 
mind of the observer, which tends to create a desire 
to possess the range. The same familiar principle is 
commonly applied to a great variety of goods, and al- 
ways with special effectiveness as viewed from the 
feminine standpoint. 

But the window is not exclusively the ground on 
which the means of attracting women is to be calcu- 
lated. Many stores have experimented successfully 
with a department expressly for women’s needs. When 
this is impracticable, on account of space limitations or 
other reasons, it is a politic idea to place certain ar- 
ticles peculiar to the housewife’s domain conspicuously 
in the foreground, so that they shall be seen immediate- 
ly by any woman entering the store. This gives fe- 
male patrons the impression that the store and its 
offerings were meant to cater to their needs no less 
than to men’s. The woman who enters such an em- 
porium does not feel out of place, as she might if she 
found herself surrounded by goods of utility only in 
the field or barn. 

In a word, the wise merchant makes the ladies feel 
at home in his establishment. 

Well-groomed and courteous salesmen are indis- 
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pensable to such a purpose. Occasionally, one sees a 
hardware store in some rural community whose man- 
agers permit slackness (undoubtedly at incalculable 
loss to themselves) in the matter of clerks’ appearance 
and deportment. Begrimed faces, shirt-sleeves, and an 
air of inattention, are not presentable in any mercantile 
house, where business depends upon customers’ receiv- 
ing a felicitous impression. In small towns where 
people are less critical of externals, women patrons 
may not consciously entertain an objection to shirt 
sleeves and grime, but the fact remains that if the 
clerks were “dapper” and accommodating, much bet- 
ter results would be obtained by the managers than 
their philosophy has dreamed of. 

In preparing advertising copy there is a special 
knack in making it effective wherever women readers 
are concerned. They will buy for the love of a bar- 
gain, where men will not. Men must be given logic; 
women will dispense with it if their fancy is captivated. 
And above all, the labor-saving argument clinches 
matters with the lady readers. 

A hardware merchant in a Nebraska town reports 
that he has found it profitable to supplement his reg- 
ular advertising with a series of,circulars expressly for 
women. Every housekeeper within a certain radius 
of his store recently received through the mail a cir- 
cular from him, which contained, besides strong sell- 
ing arguments adapted to the feminine viewpoint, a 
list of the household articles which the hardware dealer 
kept in stock. Each recipient was asked to send in 
the name of any additional article of hardware, ap- 
propriate for women’s use, which she could think of. 


A premium was offered for unique suggestions. After 
launching this advertising manceuvre, the merchant 


began to doubt its sensibleness. It occurred to him 
that the women wouid be made to think more about 
what his stock lacked than about its actual attractions. 
Furthermore, he was afraid that he would be expected 
to buy all the complementary articles named by the 
women. Results of the experiment did not justify 
these qualms, however, and the plan is declared to 
have accomplished its main object—which was to in- 
crease the proportion of women among the dealer’s 
clientage. 








It 1s only through comparative processes that we 
are permitted to even faintly comprehend the condi- 
tions of enormous wealth and boundless 
resources that the United States as a na- 
tion and a people are gifted with. We 
mean, of course, the natural wealth as it 
comes unstinted from the earth in its various forms 
and as it comes to us in the form of tabulated and 
duly verified quantities and forms. Enough is appar- 
ent, however, to make it plain that the farmer of the 
United States is engaged in a business that makes for 
national welfare by providing the wherewithal upon a 
scale of magnificence that seriously taxes the imagina- 
tion for its comprehension. 

Fortunately we have in our Department ‘of Agricul- 
ture at Washington complete data of the condition of 
our farms, farmers and farm affairs, and with this 
complete and accurate statistics that apply to all farm 
conditions specifically and severally, and in the de- 
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partment we have a bureau of facts that now begins ty 
amaze us. ' 

. Citing the past year, that of 1907, we find that the 
wealth production on American farms, as expressed jp 
dollar values, is amazing in extent. In arriving at the. 
total the farm products of the year are estimated jp 
value for every detail presented by the census and at 
that point in production at which they acquire com. 
mercial value. 

The grand total for 1907 is $7,412,000,000. This js 
$657,000,000 above the value of 1906, $1,103,000,000 
above that of 1905, $1,253,000,000 above that of 1904, 
$1,495,000,000 above that of 1903, and $2,695,000,000 
above the census amount for 1899. The value of the 
farm products of 1907 was Io per cent greater than 
that of 1906, 17 per cent over 1905, 20 per cent over 
1904, 25 per cent over 1903, and 57 per cent over 18099, 
A simple series of index numbers shows the progres- 
sive movement of wealth production by the farmer. 
The value of the products in 1899 being taken at 100, 
the value for 1903 stands at 125, for 1904 at 131, for 
1905 at 134, for 1906 at 143, and for 1907 at 157. 
During the last nine years wealth estimated as above 
explained was created on farms to the fabulous 
amount of $53,000,000,000. Besides the crops, there 
were farm dairy products in 1907 which nearly reached 
$800,000,000. The price of butter increased 434 cents 
a pound over 1906, and of milk three-fourths of a cent 
a gallon. More than $600,000,000 must be regarded 
as the value of the poultry and eggs produced on farms 
in 1907. The amount may easily have been larger. 
This industry has advanced at such a rapid rate that 
no arithmetic can keep up with it. The farm price of 
eggs in 1899 was I1.15 cents per dozen as an average 
for the United States; in 1903, 12.37 cents; in 1904, 
17.2 cents; in 1905, 18.7 cents; in 1906, 17 cents, and 
in 1907, 18.2 cents. The animals sold from farms and 
slaughtered on them in 1907 were worth about $1,270,- 
000,000. Dairy products are much more valuable than 
any crop except corn, and are equal to one-third of the 
value of all cereals. The poultry products are worth 
more than the wheat, and perhaps as much as the hay. 
The live-stock sold from farms and slaughtered on 
them is worth nearly twice as much as the cotton crop.

Since the demise and subsequent resurrection of 
roller skates and roller skating I’m prepared for ‘the 
reappearance of most any old thing of the past.

More than ever, and the hardware 
and sporting goods trades are taxed to get ‘em out 
anywhere near as fast as they are demanded and 
grabbed up. It’s wheels for everybody, kids, grown- 
ups and old maids. Let ’em ge; it looks good, all 
right.

And now I'm up against positive figures and good 
calculations that settle for me the quick return of the 
popularity of the bicycle. When the bicycle ceased to 
be a fad there were still a good many people who be- 
lieved that its popularity would revive later. Never- 
theless, the sport of riding the wheel seemed to be 
pretty dead, the collapse being at its worst in 1901. In 
1904 only two hundred and fifty thousand bicycles 
were manufactured in this country. But in 1907 the 
number rose to seven hundred and fifty thousand, and 
during the present year no fewer than one million two 
hundred and fifty thousand new wheels will be turned 
out in American factories. 

These figures, which are official, afford the best pos- 
sible proof of the revival of popular interest in bi- 
cycling. Undoubtedly it was the very excess of the 
craze that did the most damage. People overdid the 
amusement and became tired of it. But a great many 
of them are taking it up again, and thousands of men 
who have not bestridden a wheel for half a dozen years 
are buying bicycles.

Bicycle dealers tell me that such men are dropping 
in every day to purchase wheels. One says that he 
is tired of riding on street cars and holding on to the 
strap. Another declares that he does not feel as well 
as he did when he rode a wheel every day. A third 
has decided that he misses the fun he used to have 
when a bicycle was always ready to take him any- 
where. Besides, walking is a laborious method of lo- 
comotion, comparatively. 

But it is also to be considered that the employment 
of the bicycle as a vehicle of practical utility is greatly) 
increasing. Many business firms keep on hand and 
utilize a dozen to fifty wheels. Thus an electric light- 
ing concern will have thirty or forty bicycles, perhaps, 
on which its men go about to make repairs and to at- 
tend to various odds and ends of work. Goods are 
delivered and advertisements are distributed by wheel. 
Indeed, the bicycle has here become indispensable.

Then, too, the comparative cheapness of bicycles at 
the present time is an important help to the restoration 
of their popularity. For thirty or forty dollars one 
can buy a more’ satisfactory wheel to-day than could 
be purclrased for one hundred dollars when the frenzy 
was at its height ten years ago.

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN HARDWARE WIN- 
DOW CONTEST. 


THE AMERICAN ARTISAN Prize Hardware Window 
Display Contest, which after having been open to 
competitors for a long period and which closed upon 
the first day of the current month, proved to have been 
the most interesting event of this kind that has been 
conducted along these lines. 

Naturally owing to the widespread publicity which 
was given to the contest and to the favorable condi- 
tions that were provided for the government thereof 
an unusually large number of photographs of window 
displays were entered by hardware dealers for consid- 
eration. The arrangement provided for the examina- 
tion of these exhibits in accordance with the condi- 
tions provided by the terms of the contest necessitat- 
ed the careful selection by a corps of three competent 
judges of exhibits of this character and to these gen- 
tlemen was entrusted the entire decision as to the first, 
second, third and fourth degrees of excellence found 
in the photographic exhibits and this was brought 
about in a manner which allowed the judges no oppor- 
tunity of knowing from whence or from whom came 
any one of the great volume of photographs which 
they handled. 

A very careful examination of the photographs dis- 
closes the fact that as a whole the collection is of an 
order of excellence far in advance of photographs that 
usually are presented in contests of this nature. There 
is to be found in this collection quite complete evidence 
that the hardware trade has, in the matter of display 
window dressing improved and progressed with 
great rapidity during very recent years, both as con- 
cerns practical selling ideas as expressed in matters of 
this nature and in general artistic excellence along 
these lines, to a highly encouraging degree. It is grat- 
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ifying indeed to discover this progress which has been 
so ntuch desired and which is bound to prove so thor- 
oughly valuable to merchants who have interested 
themselves in this endeavor. In connection with the 
line of practical awards the very high character of a 
great number of the exhibits so deeply impressed the 
judges in the contest as to induce them to set aside a 
supplementary list of exhibits, thirty-seven in number, 
the excellence of which entries were such as to com- 
mand unusual interest and consideration, and these 
were given Honorable Mention. 

Reviewing this matter entirely outside of the prize 
awards it is quite generally conceded that each of the 
contestants and each hardware dealer who, through 
the instrumentality of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’S ef- 
forts, has been induced to-make a try at the betterment 
of his store windows has improved his individual in- 
terest greatly and has materially bettered his own 
trade conditions thereby. 

The prize awards followed the judges’ decision al- 
most immediately and we now take pleasure in pre- 
senting in this manner the letters of acknowledge- 
ments received from the prize winners. The letters 
here follow, in the order of the prize awards, namely, 
first, second, third and fourth.

FLORAL CITY WOOD FURNACE. 


The Monroe Foundry & Furnace Co., of Mon- 
roe, Mich.,.has in its furnace line a gui type of 
wood burning furnace that may be adaptei for soft 
coal uses, although it may be said to be esscimmally a 
wood furnace.

GALVANIZING WITH ZINC-ALUMINUM 

ALLOY. 





In order to get a galvanizing bath that shall be 
quite limpid and yield a brighter surface than is at- 
iainable by the use of zinc alone, Guhrs uses an al- 
loy composed of about one-half of one per cent of 
aluminum, and one-fifth per cent of bismuth with the 
zinc. In order to get this alloy in proper state of 
diffusion it is necessary to melt the aluminum at the 
same time with the zinc; the bismuth can be melted 
in at the same time if desired. It is claimed that sim- 
ultaneous melting of zinc and the aluminum prevents 
the formation of oxide and hard dross. In order to 
effect this desirable simultaneous melting of these two 
metals, it is best to prepare beforehand an alloy of 
zinc and aluminum, or of these with bismuth in 
stronger proportions of aluminum than is desired in 
the bath—for instance, 20 parts of aluminum and the 
same of zinc, with 5 of bismuth, well stirred while 
melting. This “mix” is to be melted with the rest of 
the zinc, in such proportion as will give to the re- 
sulting melted mass the requisite proportions for the 
bath. A higher percentage of aluminum can be used 
than one-half (one two-hundredths of the entire 
weight), but it effects no improvement above that 
brought about by the use of the smaller quantity. The 
bismuth may be used in even smaller quantities than 
the above-quoted one-fifth of one per cent.

FLARING RIM. 








The following Flaring Rim Problem is propounded 
by Geo.

The rim 
is to be 22 inches at the large end and 
nineteen inches at the small end and 
is to be used in the manner indicated 
in the sketch. This is to be done by 
triangulation and the old method that 
is by a sweep.

convenient number of equal spaces. In the drawing 
herewith submitted I have divided the base outline 
into twelve spaces. After this division has been made 
set the dividers from A to C and mark off the stretch- 
out. After this has been completed step off spaces 
equal. in number to those on the plan and set the di- 
viders from A to E for the upper base and you have 
the pattern true. »* Respectfully, 
Henry Meyer.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE 

The condition of the hardware trade both as relates 
to the retailing and jobbing sections thereof through- 
out the West and the Northwest has been a disappoint- 
ment to the merchants engaged in this business for 
the reason that ever since the October financial flurry 
it has sustained its strength right along when the same 
industry in Eastern sections of the country has been 
reported in a drooping state. Ever since the opening 
of ihe current year even in the time when little was 
expected in the way of trade activity each week and 
each month has shown aggregate advances and in- 


creases over the sales for the corresponding periods of 


1907, a year which has been held up as an example 
ef wonderful prosperity. 

The reaffirmation of prices in many of the hardware 
lines has done much to establish and sustain confidence 
and as we find it now each week shows important in- 
creases in the sales of all hardware lines. 

Prices remain steady and firm throughout almost 


the entire line of hardware products. Wire products 


and wire fencing are firm and in great demand. Gal- 
vanized sheets are in stronger demand than heretofore 
and it is reported that jobbers are filling up their stocks 
to full or more than normal requirements. 

Padlocks have undergone a price equalization 
which affects many af the higher and lower prices. 

Wire nails are quoted at $2.23; painted barb wire 
$2.38; galvanized barb wire $2.68; smooth annealed 
wire $2.08; smooth galvanized wire $2.38; galvanized 
staples $2.63, and polished staples $2.23. These quo- 
tations relate to car lots to jobbers. Quotations to re- 
tailers in car lots are five cents higher and on less 
than car lots fifteen cents higher. 

Iron cut nails are quoted in car lots to jobbers, 
$2.23; to retailers, $2.28; steel cut to jobbers, in car 
lots, $2.03; in car lots to retailers, $2.08. 


TIN PLATE. 
Tin plate manufacturers report a heavy call for 
nearly all grades. Mills are reported running on rush 
orders due to the approach of the canning season. 


Prices are for 100-pound coke plates $3.70 at Pitts-— 


burgh mills with the independents quoting $3.65. 
Price f. o. b. Swansea for tin plate is 12s 7%4d. Ar- 
rivals of tin plate at New York were 33,022 boxes and 
at Philadelphia 331 boxes. Stock of tin plates at 
Swansea on April 2 was 152,979 boxes as compared 
with 161,992 at the same time last year.

COPPER. 


Domestic buying of copper continues on a small 
scale. Reports from wire and brass manufacturers jn- 
dicate that the first half of April was nearly a record 
period in point of slackness. New orders for finished 
material have been of small proportions and the con- 
suming interests have gradually withdrawn from the 
market and are now buying only small quantities of 
the raw metal. The little flurry of buying noted in 
March has almost entirely disappeared. The large 
selling agencies however under the necessity of mak- 
ing sales have again turned their attention to exports. 
While shipments of copper to Europe showed some 
falling off during March they have materially im- 
proved during the current month there having been 
more than 20,000 tons of the metal sent out of the 
country since April I. 

It is believed that the large producing interests real- 
izing the necessity of keeping the supplies in this coun- 
try down to the lowest possible point in order to make 
way for the heavy stocks due from the producing dis- 
tricts the latter part of next month are forcing the 
metal for sale in every quarter of the globe and what 
cannot be sold will be stored in European warehouses. 
There has been a fair movement in consumption on 
the other side and it is thought that the warehouses 
are not so full of the metal as they were earlier in the 
year. It is also understood that the European con- 
sumers have secured a great quantity of copper around 
13c. Prices on the New York Metal Exchange are 
12%c to 12%c for, lake 125¢c to 12%c for electrolytic 
and 123¢c to 12%c for casting copper.

PIG IRON. 


Nothing startling has occurred in the Chicago pig 
iron market to disturb the long prevailing quiet that 
has been experienced in it. There are reported some 
few transactions that are considered of importance in 
which are included some extensive rail purchases, 
notably one by the Chicago Railways Company for 
street car service, but these lead quite in advance of 
the pig iron product of the present and do not affect 
the general market to any great extent, but reach into 
special lines that come up from certain chosen ores. 
The largest pig iron purchase of the week in Chicago 
was one of 1,650 tons, taken by the L. Wolff Mfg. Co. 
of Chicago and one of 1,500 tons by the American 
Steel Foundries Co. through its Chicago office. Prac- 
tically all of this iron is for shipment within the next 
three months. The Wolff purchase is in mixed north- 
ern and southern irons. The purchase of the Amer- 
ican Steel Foundries Company is ‘said to be in special 
low phosphorus Bessemer. There has been reported 
during the week nothing doing in southern iron below 
$12 Birmingham. We quote the market as follows:

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: The run of small business continues, but recent 
inquiry for large tonnage has not developed into sales, as 
was expected. At present prices Southern furnaces are able 
to compete and get the business, to the practical exclusion 
of Northern brands, and in consequence the business in 
Northern iron has been at a minimum. 

Production is not increasing and the output is being 
figured down closer to consumption as the days go by. There 
does not appear to be any decrease in consumption, but re- 
cent increase, if any, has been so slight as to be almost 
negligible. 

There is quite a fair line of inquiry, but most of it de- 
velops, on investigation, to be for purposes of information, 
and any tonnage placed shows quite a shrinkage from the 
original amount asked for. 

The policy of blowing out stacks instead of continuing 
the manufacture of iron at a loss has continued. 

The leading movement of pig iron is on orders which 
called for completion by the first of the year, but which 
were held up and are rapidly being completed by shipments 
which are being rushed in transit and used immediately on 
receipt. Buyer’s yards seem to be about as clean as is 
possible for them and still conduct what business they are 
doing. If the handling of traffic by the railroads was not 
as good as it is, their stocks would be much more in 
evidence. 

There has been a revival in inquiry from abroad for 
pig iron for export and some sales have been made to go 
out of the country. Prices ruling abroad, however, are not as 
attractive as usual under similar circumstances. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly re- 
port: There is a feeling throughout the trade of something im- 
pending—something about to happen. Nearly all the con- 
sumers of iron are talking as though they expected some- 
thing to drop. For a fortnight now the trade has been full 
of rumors to the effect that presently there would be great 
doings in the market. It is difficult to tell exactly what is 
anticipated, but the result of this state of affairs is that what 
orders are placed call for practically quick shipment. Of 
course there are some exceptions to this rule, but there is 
no doubt that three-fourths of the iron being sold to-day is 
for immediate delivery. Consumers are not taking any 
chances on the market. In one way this is decidedly in favor 
of the furnaces as they will start in when the real improve- 
ment comes with free order books and the foundries will 
start with empty yards. 

It is a fact that very slowly general conditions in the iron 
trade are improving. It is hard to notice a betterment from 
week to week but when a period of thirty days is compared 
with the same time preceding it then it can be seen that more 
has been done. 

Those expecting a quick recovery now realize that they 
were too hopeful. But the fact remains that no matter how 
dull things are they are not as dull as they were. There are 
many manufacturers who are still grumbling and who profess 
to see no encouraging signs, yet when you pin them down 
they will all admit that business with them is brisker.
